“QUICK, WATSON, THE NEEDLE”’ 


There are several things in the first 
issue that made me wince. On page 10, 
(col. 3) the show report mentions all 
the important wins except one. ‘‘Ras- 
na’s Tark Acriti’’ was Best Siamese and 
I do not hesitate one bit mentioning 
this fact because he is my cat and it was 
a hard win. The report overlooks the 
most outstanding fact of the Midwest 
Cat Fanciers Show and that is this. 
There were 21 Siamese present and 
competing! That's why the win was a 
hard one and why we here are proud 
of it. 

The Greater St. Louis Show, the De- 
troit Persian Society Show and the Mil- 
waukee Show, all of which I attended, 
did not have that sort of Siamese entry. 
There were three males, one female, and 
one neuter at Detroit, and three males 
and one female at Milwaukee. 

Error: Page 12, col. 3. Best Foreign 
Shorthair was not the cat listed but 
rather “‘Ch. Newton’s Anina of Mah 
Neb,’’ who was Best Shorthair. Rasna’s 
Tark Acriti was the opposite sex For- 
eign and Best Shorthair. The cat men- 
tioned is a very lovely Blue Persian. 
I can see how this error happened be- 
cause Mrs. Pelton’s cat is No. 64 and 
Mrs. Benham’s No. 164. 

Error: Page 13, column 2: Ch. New- 
ton’s Jay Tee is a she. A very lovely 
she, indeed, and I'd give an eye tooth 
to have a Siamese as lovely. 

I'm rather touchy about the Siamese 
getting their just dues at shows. Every 
show does it the same way. They never 
bother to pick’a ‘Best Longhair’ and a 
‘Best Shorthair’ and choose ‘Best Cat”’ 
from the two. The whole proceedings 
goes along blithely assuming that Best 
Cat simply has to be a Persian. Because 
of this quaint custom, I firmly believe 
that the name of Best Siamese should be 
mentioned always just as Best Manx, 
Best Aby., etc. Why single out so lovely 
a breed for obscurity — because at 
shows, the people who pay their money 
to come and see, don’t ignore the Siam- 
ese? The traffic jams at a cat show are 
always found in the Siamese section! 

I may sound very disgruntled but 
really I’m not. An omission is not ex- 
actly an error, for no harm is ever done 
by omitting.

ROYAL SACRED 


SIAMESE 


“Ask the Man Who Owns One,” says Bayless 


In my opinion, the most popular and 
fascinating cat of the short hair group 
is the Royal Sacred Siamese. Striking 
in appearance, utterly unlike any other 
cat in coloring, this blue-eyed Oriental 
consort of kings in its native Siam, is 
fast becoming a favorite among all 
classes of Americans—the Siamese is 
coming into its own here as it did years 
ago in England 

By far they are the most remarkable 
of the old world domesticated cats and 
almost certainly have an origin distinct 
from that of the ordinary European 
breeds. From their antics we wonder 
sometimes if they are not a cross be 
tween a jackrabbit and a monkey. 

The Siamese was originally imported 
into England as early as 1885, and 
though at first delicate and difficult to 
acclimate, is now the cat of popular ac 
claim in that country. It reached the 
United States shortly after, and here, as 
in Europe, it has won the hearts of lov 
ers of cats and devotees of beauty 
Many people who do not like cats have 
to admit that the Siamese are an unusual 
and beautiful animal. At the various 
shows it is seen in numbers and its 
cages are the mecca of visitors. 

It is a mistaken idea that the present 
American Siamese are difficult to raise! 
No special food or care is essential 
three feedings a day after weaning with 
but two meals for the older stock is 
ample However, just as every agency 
for the care of dogs exists today, so the 
cat is catered to. Veterinarians are pay 
ing more attention to “‘puss’’ now than 
in former years, and in the event of an 
emergency, serums and inoculations are 


at hand for the most deadly scourges of 
catdom. 

To know and really appreciate this 
unusual feline specie, an intimate ac- 
quaintanceship is necessary their 
pleasing personality and friendly quali- 
ties are soon apparent. Most Siamese 
fanciers insist that after knowing this 
cat all other varieties are forced into the 
background. 

The Siamese is created to be a com 
panion to man. He may have lived orig- 
inally in the Royal Palaces of Siam, but 
evidently he preferred the humbler 
dwelling places with more petting, and 
has made his home chiefly in England 
and America. Cat lovers who wish to 
keep Siamese must be prepared to give 
up a good part of their time to this new 
friend. Siamese demand (in no uncer- 
tain terms) to be noticed, made much 
of and loved, and they usually get what 
they want, too! They are scrupulously 
clean, and so make ideal house pets. 

The Siamese is definite “CHARAC 
TER” and unless you have a good sense 
of humor it is sometimes difficult to ap- 
preciate their naughty little ways. Each 
one has his own individuality, like any 
human, and ‘‘to live with him is to love 
him.’’ He never forgets a KINDNESS, 
nor does he forget an UNKINDNESS 
or SLIGHT. Being so affectionate, Si- 
amese are intensely jealous and their 
feelings are easily hurt. They are very 
susceptible to the human voice and do 
not fancy loud, shrill talk.

Siamese are of 
POINT, BLUE 
CHOCOLATE. 

Seal Point: This Siamese attracts at 
tention at once by its unique appear- 
ance. It has a clear fawn or cream body, 
with legs, tail and ears a deep seal 
brown. The head is wedge-shaped and 
carries a ‘‘mask"’ of dark, almost black, 
seal brown. The eyes are gorgeous sap- 
phire blue, and are Oriental in appear- 
ance, slanting toward the nose. The 
“Oriental” slant-eye is characteristic in 
some, while it is entirely lacking in oth 
ers. The American breeders have endeav- 
ored to eliminate this feature and have 
been very successful. (All but one of 
our cats have perfectly straight eyes.) 
The body is of medium size, graceful, 
lithe of movement, with the hind legs 
slightly longer than the fore-legs. 


Blue Point and Chocolate: Compar- 
atively rare strains are these Blue Point 
and Chocolate Siamese. The former is 
not quite as striking as the Seal Point. 
for the color is either pale blue or cream, 
with the “‘points’’ (leg, tail and ears) 
a deeper blue. It has a tonal beauty that 
reminds one of these Copenhagen china 
cats seen in gift shops. The latter variety 
is much darker than the Seal Point. Its 
head is more round and the “‘points”’ 
are almost sable in their density. How- 
ever, there is a strain that is entirely 
chocolate color with yellow eyes. 

Siamese may have the tail straight or 
kinked, but the latter feature probably 
has been acquired crossing with the or- 
dinary kink-tailed cats of the country.

The following newspaper story was 
was taken from the San Diego Union, 
December 23, 1944: 


“S. D. CAT OWNERS 
WARNED TO KEEP PETS AT 
HOME—-A contagious cat disease 
having a 98 per cent mortality 
rate among felines, which cropped 
up several weeks ago has become so 
prevalent that the San Diego Hu- 
mane Society warned cat owners 
to keep their pets at home. The 
disease is non-contagious to hu- 
mans and dogs, but is transmit- 
table among cats, especially to kit- 
tens, Dr. E. F. Shefheld, San Diego 
County Veterinary Medical Asso- 
ciation president, said. Symptoms 
of the sickness are fever, vomiting, 
depression and loss of appetite. Al- 
though not yet in epidemic pro- 
portions, the disease has had a 
matked rise in the number of vic- 
tims in the last few weeks, espe- 
cially during cold weather, he 
said.”’ 


This newspaper story is typical of 
the situation prevailing in many parts 
of the United States, For some reason, 
the disease of infectious gastro-enter- 
itis seems to be far more prevalent this 
year than ever before. This is indeed 
unfortunate, because it could be pre- 
vented or controlled in much the same 
way that distemper and rabies in dogs 
have been made relatively uncommon 
by means of protective inoculation. 


Many years ago when my wife and I 
attended our first cat show, we were 
warned that we should never leave our 
cats’ cages, but should watch our ani- 
mals with an eagle eye. It was said then 
that at these cat shows, people brought 
poison and gave it to the cats in their 
cages. Of course one wouldn’t know 
anything was wrong until several days 
had elapsed after the show when the 
cat would become violently ill and pos- 
sibly die. 

Now this seemed strange to me that 
cat poisoners would come to a cat show 
and stoop to such cruel tactics, but I 
found this idea quite prevalent among 
many cat fanciers at that time. We were 
constantly hearing of cat shows being 
cancelled because of epidemics of cat 
sickness near show time and very often 
after a show. Many fine cats died from 
a condition, which to any lay person 
would appear to be a case of poisoning. 
A cat, which one day would appear per- 
fectly well, suddenly started vomiting 
repeatedly, a frothy foamy material and 
later raising a little blood tinged fluid. 
Occasionally there would be some liquid 
stools. The stricken cat was content to 
lie perfectly quiet, and would often be 
found with head drooped over the wa- 
ter dish, but unable to swallow a drop 
of water. Soon after, within a day, the 
cat would be dead. 

We had in those days tragic epidem- 
ics with this disease in our cattery. 
These usually occurred about once a 
year, between the first of September and 


the first of February, more than at any 
other time of the year. 

The kittens, most susceptible, were 
the first to become sick, and it got so 
that when we found a kitten vomiting 
we made a practice of taking the tem- 
peratures of all the cats in the cattery. 
Thus, we were able to combat the dis- 
ease in its first stages, and this enabled 
us to give fairly effective early treat- 
ment. Nevertheless, we lost several kit- 
tens under six to eight months of age. 

From our experience during those 
earlier days of sieges of this disease, we 
gleaned the following helpful points 
which I want to stress in treatment of 
this terrible malady: 


1. Treatment must begin with 
the first rise in temperature to 
be effective. After the cat’s 
temperature is subnormal (as 
taken with the rectal ther- 
mometer) , there is little hope 
of saving him. 

2. Kittens are more susceptible 
than grown cats. 


3. There is a great variation in 
susceptibility of various breeds 
of cats, though none are com- 
pletely immune unless they 
have been vaccinated. 

4. Serum treatment must be giv- 
en repeatedly in large amounts 
to be effective. The serum is 
available through all qualified 
veterinarians.

Linebreeding 


By BARBARA K. COBB 


This is the first in a series of short 
articles on this subject which is of the 
utmost importance to the breeder who 
is scientifically interested in improving 
her stock. It is a subject which has many 
ramifications, and which requires con- 
tinual study to keep up with the most 
progressive minds on new expriments 
now being made in all Experimental 
stations. 

This writer is indebted to Prof. Jay 
L. Lush, professor of Animal Breeding 
in lowa State College, for the permis- 
sion to use excerpts from his personal 
letters to her, and from his scholarly 
book, “‘Animal Breeding.’’ both of 
which are of constant help and interest.

WHAT LINEBREEDING IS 


Linebreeding is mating animals so 
that their descendants will be closely 
related to some animal regarded as un- 
usually desirable. This is brought about 
by using for parents, animals which are 
related only to the ancestor whose points 
are to be carried on, on one side, and 
with little relation through other ances- 
tors. Thus breeding together daughter 
and sire, and again breeding the progeny 
from this mating back to either of the 
parents, is linebreeding. To be quite 
correct one should never say, ‘This is 
a linebred cat,’ but rather, “This cat is 
linebred to Black Woodlawn,” or “This 
cat is a linebred Black Woodlawn.”’ 

When both parents are descended 
from the ancestor toward which the line 
breeding is being directed, as in this 
daughter to sire, we refer to them as re- 
lated to each other and their mating is 
an intensified form of linebreeding, 
called IN breeding. The main object of 
this is to keep the progeny closely re- 
lated to this one ancestor, as, if he or 
she have proved through the progeny to 
have unusually good inheritance, the 
breeder wants to keep these qualities 
and spread them through her stock, and, 
by not introducing any outside genes 
she keeps it as pure as possible. 

By pure we mean only one family 


genes. A parent gives to his offspring, 
each one of them, half of all the inheri- 
tance it has. Since these are samples and 
not uniform blends of the parents’ in- 
heritance, and since the total inheritance 
is made up of an enormous amount of 
different units, a parent may have dif- 
ferent offspring without giving any two 
of them exactly the same inheritance 
sample. How many of us have heard, 
“Only one show cat in the litter remem- 
ber and do not give choice of these, for 
a breeding, or you will be the loser.”’ 

Linebreeding builds up prepotency 
and uniformity in the stock where it is 
practiced. (Prepotency is the ability of 
the parent to carry on, or to impress its 
characteristics on its own progeny with 
more uniformity than the average parent 
can.) So, when we hear of a male being 
very ‘‘prepotent”’ we undertsand he has 
the ability to pass on his qualities to his 
get. Thus we conserve the traits of a 
really good ancestor long after he is 
dead. 

It is an open question whether the 
owner of average stock should practice 
linebreeding. Certainly all such stock 
contains much good inheritance scat- 
tered through the pedigree but this in- 
heritance will not have much chance of 
being brought together in pure form so 
that it would be used effectively for 
further breeding. For linebreeding will 
also bring to light hidden, or recessive, 
inheritance of the ancestors which are 
less desirable. For instance, if desiring 
to breed creams with no touch of red in 
the coat, if there is a brilliant red in the 
pedigree of the parent, linebreeding will 
dig in and bring it out in the offspring 
without much doubt. The danger of 
outcrossing lies in the fact when the 
progeny are mated to UNrelated indi- 
viduals, the offspring will get only about 
one-fourth of the inheritance from the 
outstanding grandparent, and they, in 
turn will, if bred to UNrelated animals, 
get the inheritance from the famous an- 
cestor halved again. In time, then, it is 
easily seen, if outcrossing is continued

within the stock, the important factor 
which the breeder seeks to ‘‘set’’ is so 
diluted it is lost in three or four genera- 
tions of outcrossing as far as its influ- 
ence on any descendent is concerned. 
Thus it is very wrong for a breeder to 
say she has “‘Blood lines’ of a particular 
strain if she possesses a descendent of a 
male who has been mated outside his 
own family. She has not the blood line 
at all. She has a sample from an outside 
mating sired by a famous male, but that 
bloodline has been halved, and so is not 
in any sense of the word, the original 
Stock bloodline. This can only come 
when BOTH parents are from the de- 
sired line. 

The main reason for thinking the 
linebreeding is useful in its effect of line 
and inbreeding is to make families dis- 
tinctly different from each other for im- 
portant but slightly hereditary charac- 
teristics and to HOLD them separate 
until they can show their real merits 
unmistakably. 

Thus, if a breeder likes a certain type 
in cats and breeds back and back again 
for this type and keeps it pure from any 
outside cross, and likes color from an- 
other strain, and has a cat from this 
strain as well as her typey one, she can 
breed back and back again to this strain 
also, and when she has this color ‘‘set”’ 
in this sample, she can breed together, 
these otherwise pure strains. If her years 
are long enough, and her stock retains 
health and prepotency, she may see the 
combination of these two turn into the 
“perfect cat.” 

In next month's article we will con- 
tinue on convergent and other forms of 
linebreeding.

FOUNDER OF THE CAT SHOW 
IN FAMED CRYSTAL PALACE, LONDON, 
HAD AN EYE TO THE FUTURE

No matter what the show, there are 
always those who are made to wonder 
about the first one to be held. Most na- 
tional events of the foremost impor- 
tance are steeped in a rich tradition 
tracing the years back into a past that 
is so dimmed by misinformation and 
legend that the truth is often completely 
obscured. In looking into the history of 
cat shows, then, it was interesting to 
find a very brief, though authentic, ac- 
count of the first such event ever to be 
held, in a book by Harrison Weir, en- 
titled “‘Our Cats,’ and published in 
1889. Since Harrison Weir staged the 
first show and wrote the first important 
book about cats, something of the back- 
ground of such a man should be of in- 
terest to all who love cats. 


Harrison Weir was prompted to write 
his book on cats after having been plied 
with questions by the dozen after each 
cat show. People who were accustomed 
to think of cats in terms of common, or 
alley cats, were amazed after seeing the 
show and its array of true tortoiseshell, 
blue tabbies, Abyssinians, Persians, An- 
goras and species of Manx, Siamese, and 
Russian long hairs, and the questions 
were sO numerous and the apparent ig- 
norance of the public regarding cats was 
so great, that Mr. Weir decided to col- 
lect his notes, gathered over a period of 
fifty years, into book form. in order to 
fill this need. 


“‘Among animals,’ wrote Mr. 
Weir in his preface, ‘possibly the 
most perfect and certainly the most 
domestic, ts the cat. I did not think 
so always, having had a bias 
against it, and was some time com- 
ing to this belief; nevertheless, 
such is the fact. It is a veritable 
part of our household, and is both 
useful, quiet, affectionate, and or- 
namental. The small or large dog 
may be regarded and petted, but 
it ts generally useless; the Cat, a 
pet or not, ts of service. Were it 
not for our Cats rats and mice 
would overrun our houses, build- 
ings, cultivated and other lands . . . 
long ages of neglect, ill-treatment, 
and absolute cruelty with little or 
no gentleness, kindness, or train- 
ing, have made the Cat self-reli- 
ant; and from this emanates the 
marvelous powers of observation, 
the concentration of which has 


produced a state analogous to reas- 
oning, not unmixed with timid- 
ity, caution, wildness, and a rela- 
tive nature.” 

“But should a new 
things arise,’ the author points 
out, “and it is nurtured, petted, 
talked to and trained, then tn but 
a few generations much evil that 
bygone cruelty has stamped into 
its often wretched existence will 
disappear.” 


order of 


Although time and study have proved 
certain of Mr. Weir's theories to be just 
that, his great contribution to a more 
intelligent and humane approach to the 
subject of cats cannot be overestimated. 


The fact that there were so many 
cats kept in London prompted Mr. 
Weir to suggest to Mr. Wilkinson, the 
manager of the Crystal Palace, the idea 
for a cat show. The idea was considered 
a good one and the rules of procedure 
were duly drawn up as to the schedule 
of prizes, the price of entry, the num- 
ber of classes, and the points by which 
they would be judged. , 


A friend, hearing of the venture, 
tried to dissuade Mr. Weir, and pro- 
ceeded to paint pictures of confusion, 
bedlam, and catastrophe if he insisted 





on carrying out his plans, but to no 
avail. He was determined to prove a 
point about cats and he was prepared to 
risk any of the consequences, dubious 
though they might be. 

July 16, 1871, at Ludgate Hill, the 
judging took place, and instead of the 
noise and struggles to escape, there lay 
the cats in their different pens reclining 
on crimson cushions, making no sound 
save now and then a homely purring 
as, from time to time, they lapped the

The “ray of sunshine’’ about this 
disease, however, is that it can be pre- 
vented! A new tissue vaccine has been 
developed which may be given to kit- 
tens as soon as they are three months of 
age. This vaccine may be used to im- 
munize all of the cats in your house- 
hold or cattery. The vaccination con- 
sists of hypodermic injections of 2 cc 
of vaccine once each week for two doses. 
The vaccine is prepared by either of two 
firms. One is the Pitman-Moore Com- 
pany, and the other is the Lederle Com- 
pany. Your veterinary can secure this 
vaccine and administer it to your cats 
and kittens. If, for any reason, you 
think your cat has been exposed to the 
disease before it is vaccinated, have the 
serum given about 5 days to a week be- 
fore the vaccination is started. 

Since using this vaccine in our own 
cattery, we have never had an epidemic 
nor any sign of this disease. We have 
had many opportunities to test its ef- 
fectiveness by exposure to animals af- 
fected by the disease. 

Our neighbors’ cats were sick and 
dying some months ago from this con- 
dition. They often wandered over and 
walked around our cattery where they 
certainly exposed our cats. Yet we had 
no trouble. Many members of our cat 
society have used this vaccination on 
their cats with the same remarkable suc- 
cess. Why don’t you, too, protect your 
cat and really enjoy him without fear 
of losing him from this worst of all cat 
diseases?

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BURSAS ARE 
SOUND LOCATORS 


Cats have a seldom-mentioned but 
most important possession: they can 
hear the slightest sound. As E. A. 
Brooks says, ‘Why shouldn’t they hear 
perfectly, when they have ‘double 
ears’?”’ 

The next time you pet your cat, no- 
tice that little pocket-like formation on 
the ear. You will find it on the outer rim 
rather close to the head. These pockets, 
the naturalists tell us, are bursas, so 
called because of their resemblance to a 
purse. It is these bursas, some claim, 
that give your pet the acute hearing so 
necessary in catching mice. Puss can 
plainly hear the merest scratch, squeak 
or scurry. Her sense of smell is keen, 
but it is not to be compared to the 
keenness of her ears. 

But the bursa is not a hearing aid in 
the generally accepted sense; a very 
learned and authoritative naturalist dis- 
agrees with the explanation given. Nor 
does he think it a freakish and unnec- 
essary adjunct like the human appen- 
dix. The bursa has its use, he says, but 
not to increase hearing. Members of the 
canine family wear bursas, but smell is 
usually their keenest sense. 

The important question, however, 
was finally settled to everyone's satisfac- 
tion after a long and tedious vigil watch- 
ing a cat trying to find a mouse in a 
closed room. The little pocket ears are 
locaters of sound, it was decided. But 
after all, in serving this purpose, they 
do certainly help in hearing. 

Bursas appear on the big cats — 
lions, tigers, leopards, pumas, and the 
like. They form part of the hearing ap- 
paratus for dogs, wolves and foxes, but 
they are missing on jackals and hyenas, 
which are scavengers and carrion eaters, 
seldom making their own kill. The 
pocket ears do not appear on any of the 
bear tribe, which are, generally speak- 
ing, vegetarians. 

Nature is a saving lady. These auxil- 
iary ears aid those animals who need 
them. They are fully developed on the 
predatory creatures, from the largest to 
the smallest, and are from small to prac- 
tically non-existent on those which pre- 
fer an almost vegetarian diet. Thus the 
racoons, opossums, civets and their kind 
have small bursas, while weasels, mar- 
tens and stoats have them fully devel- 
oped. In badgers, woodchucks and 
skunks they are very small. The otter, 
although a killer, has no need of such 
hearing aids as his fishing is all done 
under water. Sight is what he has to de- 
pend on. 


Scientifically, the bursa is termed ‘‘a 
specialized feature in the carnivora”’; its 
disappearance is a marked sign of the 
degeneration of the ear.

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‘WHAT SHALL | BUY ???? 


READ THESE POINTERS CAREFULLY 
By EDITH B. WITTLAKE 


“Which shall I buy? Male or Fe- 
male?”’ q 


This is one of the commonest ques- 
tions asked the breeder of cats. The an- 
swer lies in the purpose for which the 
cat is bought. If the buyer wants future 
breeding stock, let him buy the best 
which the breeder has to offer. If there 
is a choice female available, it should be 
secured. Choice females bring top prices 
and are often reserved in advance. This 
is very true of kittens from noted sires 
and dams and the novice should act ac- 
cordingly. The breeders of such stock 
are more than willing to describe their 
kittens and submit pedigrees. Before 
wartime restrictions made film scarce, 
most breeders would send snapshots of 
their kittens. All these should be care- 
fully handled and promptly returned by 
those requesting them. The breeder will 
accept deposits on kittens too young to 
be shipped. . 


Cats and kittens are shipped by Rail- 
way Express and are sent collect at the 
buyer's expense. Carriers are promptly 
returned to the breeder at the special 
rate given returned empty carriers. The 
carrier should be returned neat and 
clean and all of the equipment with it. 

The buyer who wants a pet will want 
a nice kitten, but presumably not the 
best in the litter. These kittens, either 
male or female, may be neutered at the 
age of six months or more. If the buyer 
wants to buy the kitten where the neu- 
tering operation is less expensive, let 
him buy the male. Either male or female 
can be altered successfully, but the op- 
eration on the female is much more ex- 
pensive, and it is a serious abdominal 
operation. Arrangements for such oper- 
ations should be made ahead of time 
with a competent veterinarian, and his 
pre-operational directions followed ex- 
actly. The owner should make certain 
that the operation is held under anes- 
thetics and in a sanitary manner. 

If the new kitten has not been in- 


oculated for feline distemper prior to 
sale, the owner should consult the vet- 
erinarian and have his cat given some 
type of protective immunity. The per- 
manent vaccine cannot be given suc- 
cessfully to tiny babies or to cats or kit- 
tens with worms or other parasites. In 
such cases a temporary serum is given 
until the cat is able to have the perman- 
ent vaccine. 


If your new kitten has not been regis- 
tered by the breeder, and most breeders 
are more than glad to do this for you, 
write to the Registrar of the association 
where the cat's parents are registered 
and ask for information. Registration 
fees in the various associations are 
$1.00. In case the buyer believes names, 
numbers or wins of the cat are incor- 
rect or falsely given, a letter written to 
the Registrar of the association where 
the cat was registered will bring prompt 
response 

If the new owner will follow the di- 
rections of the breeder regarding diet 
and care, his new cat or kitten should 
grow quickly and rapidly. The cat usu- 
ally gains a pound a month for the first 
eight months of its life. After that 
growth is slower. If the new kitten has 
normal weight or better, he is growing 
properly. If he is stunted and under 
weight, the veterinarian should be con- 
sulted as worms or malnutrition may be 
retarding his growth. 

The small kitten will give his new 
owners great pleasure if he is well cared 
for and properly handled.

SHOW FEVER 


(Continued from Page 15) 


Last month a friend of ours wrote 
us that she had just been through a siege 
of Infectious Gastro-Enteritis among 
her cats. She had purchased a cat from 
us and also had several other cats and 
kittens in her household. All of the fe 
iines took sick with the disease except 
the one she had bought from our cat- 
tery. She had the veterinary administer 
serum and she was up day and night 
giving other medication. She saved two 
kittens but lost an older cat that one 
would have thought might have some 
immunity from the disease. She wrote, 
‘Please tell me, if it is not a “‘trade 
secret,’ what you gave the cat I bought 
from you that she did not get sick.”’ 

Trade Secret!! My wife and I have 
been a constant pair of bores whenever 
we could get a hearing either at a cat 
club or through magazines or books 
harping on the value of vaccination 
against distemper and infectious gastro- 
enteritis ever since the vaccine has been 
developed and on the market. This vac- 
cine gives a lasting immunity. Just how 
long the immunity lasts we do not 
know, but it seems to be for the life- 
time of the cat. We are glad to report 
that now nearly all cat clubs urge en- 
trants to the shows to have their cats 
vaccinated and nearly all of the shows 
have rigid Veterinary inspection which 
has done much in the past few years 
to cut down the mortality rate of cats 
shown. 

Due to work of Hammon and End- 
ers much has been learned as to the true 
nature of the infection and of its effect 
on feline animals. It was learned that 
the viruses of both distemper and of 
infectious gastro-enteritis were identi- 
cal and they grouped these conditions 
into one disease to which they gave the 
name ‘‘panleucopenia.’’ They further 
found that this disease first causes an 
increase in the number of all types of 
white blood corpuscles in the blood 
stream of the cat but that very soon af- 
terward there was a rapid drop in the 
number of these cells so that by the end 
of 3 days if the cat was still alive there 
were practically no white blood cells 
left. 

This is the reason for the rapid death 
in this malady for the white blood cells 
are the fighters, the body’s resistance 
against infection and when these fight- 
ing cells are gone the animal is over- 
whelmed by the disease germs. 

When the cat first takes sick with 
the disease and one gives serum right 
away the serum transmits fighting anti- 
bodies and protective qualities which 
help the system combat the infection. 
However, the infection is extremely 
virulent and the serum is not 100% 
effective. It is helpful only if given 
early. 

Cats exposed to the disease can often 
be protected or made to have a much 
lighter attack of the infection by giving 


a dose of the serum. Latest word from 
our Veterinary is that the serum is dif- 
ficult to obtain at present, due to the 
war, but that the vaccine is easily ob- 
tainable. This may be a local difficulty 
so do not give up trying to obtain se- 
rum if you have a cat affected with the 
disease. As I indicated, when the serum 
is given to a cat infected with the dis- 
ease, One must give the serum in large 
dose and repeat the dose each day until 
the temperature subsides to normal. It 
does little good to try to give a cat medi- 
cine by mouth in the early stages of 
the disease and in some ways is really 
harmful for the throat is swollen and 
sore and swallowing is very difficult. 

The only medication we recommend 
other than the serum is a throat swab 
with Tincture of Metaphen or Tincture 
of Mercresin applied twice daily. The 
cat should be kept in a warm place, out 
of drafts and in a comfortable box. 
When he begins to show signs of recov- 
ery we start giving forced feedings with 
meat juice, one teaspoonful or two if 
he will take it, at each feeding. 

One thing that I want to make clear 
in this article is the distinction between 
the serum and the vaccine as a protec- 
tion against the disease. Serum is used 
only for treatment of the cat actually 
infected with this malady or for tem- 
porary protection of a cat exposed to 
the disease. Serum only protects the cat 
for a period of from two to four weks. 
Feline Distemper ‘vaccine, also called 
Tissue vaccine, is the material to use to 
give your cat a lasting immunity. I 
want to stress this point to my readers, 
for we have known of many cat owners 
who have had their cats inoculated with 
serum with erroneous impression that 
what they were getting was the vaccine. 

We heard that one fancier in one of 
the Eastern States who said that her vet- 
erinary had the serum but had never 
heard of the vaccine and did not know 
where to get it. All Veterinarians can 
obtain the Lederle Feline Distemper 
Vaccine from their regular drug supply 
houses. They can secure the Pitman- 
Moore Feline Distemper Vaccine from 
their Pitman,Moore Branch Offices.

Answer: It is a disease manifested 
by inflammation and infection of the ear 
channel which may be of parasitic.or 
non-parasitic origin. Frequent checking 
of the head and scratching of the ear 
with the paw is indicative of ear infec 
tion. Daily cleansing of the ear canal 


with sterile cotton swabbed with an 
ointment prepared for such disease 
should clear the malady. (Excellent 


ointments are advertised in this edition 
of Cats.) 


Qustion: What causes my cat to cough? 
E.M., Milwaukee, Wisc 


Answer: This might be what is com 
monly referred to as ‘‘hair-cough,”’ the 
result of constantly licking by the cat 
of his coat. Particles of the hair mat to 
form a ‘‘hair-ball’’ which bring on the 
coughing. Asthma or chronic bronchitis 
also may be the cause of your 
coughing.

According to legend, ‘the Siamese is 
supposed to have acquired the kink-tail 
when some god of the Buddhist pan- 
theon, whose memory was poor, tied a 
knot in his cat's tail to remind him of 
something.” 


“Many years ago,”’ runs another leg- 
end, “‘a Buddhist monk lived in an old 
temple whose greatest treasure was a 
golden goblet from which Buddha once 
drunk. The Siamese cats helped the old 
monk tend the temple. When the monk, 
full of sanctity, reached his appointed 
time and died, one cat, Tien, set out to 
find another monk to take charge. Chu- 
la, the other, left alone, watched the 
precious gold goblet ceasingly for three 
days and three nights. In fact, she gazed 
at the relic so tirelessly that she began 
to squint and continued to do so the rest 
of her life. At length, feeling sleep over- 
powering her, she lay down beside it 
and curled her tail about the slender 
stem, so that she would be awakened 
at the slightest touch. 


“When finally Tren and the new 
monk arrived, they found Chula lying 
beside the goblet watching her six kit- 
tens at play in the moonlight which 
shone through the broken roof of the 
temple. They all had kinks in their tails 
and all squinted.”’ 


Unusually intelligent and affection- 
ate, Siamese make admirable compan- 
ions and can be taught many little dog- 
gy tricks which they will perform when 
they feel inclined. They can even be 
broken to a leash, taught to retrieve or 
developed into admirable watchdogs. 
Curious with a weird and peculiar cry 
entirely unlike the ‘‘miaow”’ of the Per- 
sian or the domestic cat, they will give 


warning of any stranger prowling about 
the premises. Too, they make excellent 
““mousers.’’ We are told that the Siam- 
ese are kept on all Chinese river boats 
because they are considered far superior 
over there in this important ‘“‘police- 
activity.” 

Biologically, too, they are a rarity. 
Siamese cats have no mongrel descend- 
ants! They reproduce themselves only 
when mated to one of their kind. A 
Persian male produces all Persian kit- 
tens: a Manx male, all Manx kittens. 
It is known as a recessive strain. 

Siamese live to over twelve years of 
age and are slightly favored among 
animals and humans because the ravages 
of time does not touch them. 


Packages are their passion and he in- 
variably opens them himself if you vol- 
untarily do not satisfy his curiosity. 
They will “‘talk’’ to you by the hour, 
and will entertain with their antics for 
the whole course of their life. He wants 
what he wants, when he wants it, and 
will make you give in eventually, as you 
know, if you ever owned one. 

The kittens, when born, are entirely 
white, indicating they are semi-albino. 
In a few days the markings begin to ap- 
pear and at first look like smudges of 
dirt. As the kittens mature the coat 
darkens and stays quite dark for some 
eighteen months. Then, after shedding, 
it comes in light again.

milk that had been provided for them. 

There were cats of all colors and 
markings and beautiful pure white Per- 
sian cats; and as the curious spectators 
passed down the rows of cages the ex- 
clamations were adequate proof of the 
success of the show. And although 
there were many entries, the show 
would have been much larger had it 
not been for the fact that people were 
reluctant to send their pets from home 
not knowing what care they would re 
ceive. 

The Cat Show became an annual fea- 
ture at the Crystal Palace, and other cat 
shows were held regularly in all parts 
of the British Isles. These shows created 
an interest in cats and lead to an obser 
vation of them and a kindly feeling for 
them not evidenced before. Large prizes 
were soon being paid for unusual speci- 
mens and the public became wise, in a 
measure, to the fact that cats should 
receive the attention to which all dumb 
animals have a right. 

Few, if any animal shows had more 
successful premieres than the first cat 
show, and none were presented on a 
higher plane nor with more success, and 
while subsequent shows were more and 
more popular, the first will always be 
remembered as a masterpiece of consci- 
entious direction; a true “‘labor of 
love.’’ It was surrounded with an aura 
of majesty in keeping with the quiet 
dignity of the well bred and cared for 
cat. It was destined for success, and it 
achieved it.
